HOLY WATER? 

Brian Germann is president and CEO of 
California-based Wayne Enterprises, a 
company that sold computer software 
for law enforcement before diversifying 
into drinkable holy water. Wayne 
Enterprises has sold around 10,000 
bottles since then, each featuring a 
“Sinners Beware” label that jokingly 
warns of burning, vomiting and rashes 
among the other maladies that may 
befall an unfit drinker. 

“If you need oxygen, it’s through 
breathing,” says Dr. Joshua Barzilay, a 
Georgia-based internist and co-author 
of “The Water We Drink: Water Quiility 
and Its Effects on Health.” “This is just 
playing on people’s desire to be healthy. 
There’s no scientific evidence for any of 
this.” 

Backed by aggressive marketing, the 
size of the bottled water industry in the 
U.S. expanded to more than Si2 billion 
in 2008. But with hundreds of brands of 
\\'ater on the market today, along with 
a wide variety of filtration devices, new 
companies have relied on their creativ- 
ity— and the distinctiveness of their 
product— to try to find a niche. 

AlaHaLo Hawaii Deep Sea says its 
product is “a modem miracle enriched 
by thousands of years of protection from 
pollution <md brimming with life’s essen- 
tial minerals.” They also charge as much 
as S75 pier case, not including shipping. 

‘The claims don’t bear out,” said Tom 
Lauria of the International Botded Water 
Association. “We don’t represent any of 
the companies that sell so-called oxy- 
genated water or deep-sea water because 
they’re not selling w^a ter— they’re selling 
myth.”

NEW YORK Vitamin Water? How about 
oxygen \\'ater? 

The Big Pitcher claims to increase the 
oxygen level in drinking water from 2 to 
II parts per million. That boost, the com- 
pany says, will lead to “increased energy 
and metabolism, improved sleep pat- 
terns, reduction in circulation problems 
and healthier, youngcr-looking skin and 
hair.” 

And the blender- shaped Big Pitcher 
oxygenator has competition, as other 
companies tout their own ox)^genated 
water products. Oxygen-saturated water, 
however, is not the only unusual take on 
nature’s oldest form of refresliment. 

At a time when sales of bottled water 
are at an all-time high, a number of sur- 
prising water products arc trying to carve 
out niches in the market. Consumers 
can indulge in deep-sea water drawn 
from 3,000 feet below the surface of 
the Pacific Ocean and purported to be 
unrivaled in its purity. For those of a 
more religious bent, holy w^ater is avail- 
able for drinking, complete with “Sinners 
Beware” labeling. 

But many experts argue that attempts 
to improve on plain old H2O are more 
marketing than science. Even as unusual 
forms of water gain in popularity, skep- 
tics say their claims arc pretty hard to 
swallow.

Obama shares ambitious plan for faster raii network for Chicago, country 


Staff and wire reports 

President Obama on Thursday outlined 
plans for a higJi-spccd rail network he said 
would change the way Americans travel, 
drawing comparisons to the T950S creation 
of the interstate highway system. 

(^bama was careful to point out that his 
pkin was only a do^vn payment on an ambi- 
tious plan that, if realized, could connect 
Chicago and St. Louis, Orlando and Miami, 
Portland, Ore,, and Seattle and dozens of 
other metropolitan areas around the coun- 
try vdth high-speed trains. 

Passenger trains traveling at 110 mph— 
arriving in Chicago from St. Louis in less 
than four hours— can be operating in about 
three or lour years, Illinois officials said. 

But there’s no guiuantee that the nation 
has the political will or the hundreds of bil- 
lions of dollars and decades it would take to 
build a comprehensive fast rail system. 

The U.S. trails other developed coun- 
tries in developing high-speed niil. The 
Spanish can travel the 386 miles from 
Madrid to Barcelona at speeds averaging 
almost 150 mph. Japan’s Shinkansen links 
its major cities at speeds averaging 180 mph 


FASTER^FASTERI 

Among the states, California has 
the most ambitious high-speed rail 
program aimed at operating trains at up 
to 220 mph on grade-separated tracks 
running about 700 miles from the San 
Francisco Say area to Sacramento, L,A, 
and San Diego. California passed a 
$10 billion bond measure last fall. 

and France’s TGV train averages about 
133 mph ill carrying passengers f rom Paris 
to Lyon. 

The only US. rail service that meets the 
Federal Bailro ad Administration’s no mph 
threshold to qualify as high-speed rail is 
Amtrak’s 9-ycar-old Accia Express route 
connecting Boston to Washington, D.C, 
Chicago officials are hopeful fast trains 
will be operating by 2016 to deliver visitors 
to a possible Summer Olympics in the city 
In addition, high-speed train service would 
facilitate travel to out-of-town venues, 
including an Olympic bic^^cling competi- 
tion planned in Madison, Wis., noted Luann 
Hamilton, a deputy commissioner iti the 
Chicago Department of Transportation. 


“We arc decades behind Europe and Asia 
in developing high-speed infrastrucrure, 
but today marked an exciting, huge step,” 
said Rick Ilamish, executive director of 
the Midwest High Speed Rail Association. 
^T laving a president who fnlly understands 
how critical this is to our future is a real 
game-changer.” 

Harnish recommended that Illinois focus 
resources on building additional tracks in a 
50 -mile radius of the congested Chicago 
area, where Amtrak trains often crawl due 
to freight train interference. 

Despite slow and late trains, Amtrak rtd- 
ership on Illinois routes has experienced 
double -digit increases in recent years, 
Tlicrc’s little question that a strong market 
exists for highn^uality high-speed rail ser- 
vice. 

“The last time I flc\y I had to take 
three planes, which is nor fun ” Rachel 
Bouquard of (Chicago said as she TOLtcd for 
a Southwest Airlines flight at Midway on 
Thursday 

She welcomed trains as an alternative to 
flying, but *'only if it is less money and less 
inconvenient,” Bouquard said. 


Program 
offers sex 
workers 
a way out

The woman leans back in the chair, her head 
flopping from side to side, her bloodshot eyes 
rolling back. High on heroin and cocaine, she 
struggles to keep her eyes open. With a ser- 
rated voice, she tells the social workers she is 
ready to leave the street, 

“I’m just so tired and scared,” says the 
Chicago woman, 26. ‘T know the next car I 
jump in may be the last,” 

Just an hour earlier, she was arrested on a 
Chicago street for prostitution for the r3th 
rime in five years. 

But instead of going straight to a police 
lockup, she sits in a windowlcss room at the 
Cook County sheriff’s office in Miiywood as 
three women layout her choices: stay on the 
street and risk her life or get help, right here, 
right now 

“ You don’t have to go out there again. WeVe 
going to find you some place to stay tonight,” 
whispers Brenda Myers-Powell as she leans 
toward the woman in the cramped room. 

Myers-Powell works as one of two peer 
coordinators for Sherifi'Tbm Dart’s prostitu- 
tion intervention team. 

The coordinators ofi'er shelter, counseling 
for drug addiction or abuse, child care, finan- 
cial assistance and jobs for prostitutes after 
their arrests. And they do it tvith m under- 
standing ear; both coordinators are former 
prostitutes. 

“Our goal is very simple: to try to reach 
a woman at her most vulnerable point and 
show her the way out ” said Dorenda Dixon, 
who supervises the coordinators. 

The intervention program is the brain- 
child of the county’s Department (jf Women’s 
Justice Services, which for a decade has 
worked with women inmates in the County 
Jail. 

More than a year in planning, the inter- 
vention program still is in its infancy and off 
to a modest stai t. In its first test as part of a 
prostitution roundup in. November, only one 
of eight women picked up agreed to join the 
program. She still is in it, attending weekly 
meetings with staff, getting help with child 
care and re-enrolling in college.

Couple hurt by 
McDonald’s sign 

A McDonald’s golden arches sign toppled off its pedestal 
in Arizona, severely injuring a Naperville couple who had 
stopped for lunch, police and relatives said Thursday 

Russell and Carolyn Janke were driving back to Naperville 
after spending the winter in Apache Junction, Ariz., when 
they stopped around 12:30 p.m. Wednesday at a McDonald’s 
in Window Rock, Ariz., said their son, Rick Janke. 

Acting Navajo Nation Police Chief Steve Nelson said 
winds in the area Wednesday “were probably 60 miles-per- 
hour plus.” 

As the couple sat in the parking lot, the sign fell off its 
pedestal, crushing their Chevrolet Trailblazer. 

Russell Janke suffered a laceration on his head from the 
accident, but was alert and able to communicate with author- 
ities, Nelson said. He was in fair condition, his son said. 
Carolyn Janke was knocked unconscious by the sign and suf- 
fered a fractured spinal column and fractured sternum; she 
was in critical condition, her son said. 

Rick Janke said he was “stunned” after learning of the acci- 
dent about 5 p.m. Wednesday and was trying to catch a flight 
to Arizona to see his parents in the hospital. 

“It’s a freak accident,” Nelson said. 


Peoria bar’s sign prompts 
gay community protest 

In bright yellow capital letters, the sign on the karaoke bar in 
downtown Peoria was clear: “WE ARE NOT A GAY BAR!!” 

The local gay community got the message. And it appar- 
ently was just the rallying cry it needed. 

In a flurry of forwarded Eacebook, MySpace and text mes- 
sages, a coalition quickly mobilized and dozens of gay rights 
supporters lined up last weekend outside The Elbo Room to 
express their outrage. 

“The sign was basically a sign of intolerance, and we’re not 
going to stand for it anymore,” said Stephanie Worlow, 27, one 
of the organizers of the protest that drew nearly 40 people. 

The group held three protests last weekend, one of which 
drew the attention of paintballers, who fired on the crowd. 
Police had no suspects in that attack. 

Bar owner Greg Quast could not be reached for comment. 
But last week, he issued a statement apologizing for the sign, 
saying he’s taken action to ensure it doesn’t happen again.

About 300 people attended the funeral and burial Thursday 
for Andrew Cazares, one of the two men killed when 
authorities say a drunken off-duty Chicago police detec- 
tive slammed into their car on the Dan Ryan Expressway 
last week. 

Mourners spilled out of the aisles of Damar-Kaminski 
Euneral Home and Crematorium, 7861 S. 88th Ave. in 
Justice, as the Summit artist and musician, who was known 
by the nickname “Evol”— “love” backward— was remem- 
bered. 

Cazares, 23, was giving a ride to his friend Eausto Manzera, 
21, last Eriday morning after hanging out at a nightclub, just 
a few blocks from a bar where, police say, off-duty Detective 
Joseph Erugoli may have been drinking. 


At Thursday’s funeral, nothing was said about the cir- 
cumstances of the crash that took Cazares’ life. 

Rev Michael Pfleger spoke at the funeral after being 
asked to attend by family, who he said have not attended 
church recently Pfleger also brought along a Spanish- 
speaking priest to address mourners. 

After about a one-hour service, attendees traveled to a 
nearby cemetery where Cazares was put to rest. A friend 
put a skateboard in his grave. 

Another friend, Chris Hummel, 23, who said he used to live 
with Cazares, was angry the officer was let out on bond. 

“I used to call Andrew eight times a day Who am I going 
to call now? This whole thing has left a hole in my heart,” 
Hummel said. 


New details in Stebic case 

Investigators have in recent months 
uncovered new details in the 
disappearance of Plainfield mom 
Lisa Stebic, though nothing that will 
“crack the case,” the Will County 
state’s attorney’s office said. Stebic, 
who was going through a divorce, 
vanished on April 30, 2007-the 
same day she mailed her attorney a 
petition to have her husband, Craig, 
removed from their home. Police, 
who suspect foul play, have named 
him a “person of interest.” He has 
denied any involvement. 


Blago cohorts in court 

Former Gov. Rod Blagojevich’s cam- 
paign finance chairman, a millionaire 
lobbyist and his former chief of staff 
pleaded not guilty Thursday on 
charges related to the racketeering 
and fraud case against the ousted gov- 
ernor. But the former staff chief, John 
Harris, plans to testify against his for- 
mer boss and will likely change his plea 
to guilty, his attorney said. Also in court 
were Christopher Kelly, a principal 
fundraiser for Blagojevich, and William 
Cellini Sr., another fundraiser who also 
collected funds for Blagojevich.

Fire deaths 
on the rise 
in Chicago

Chicago is on pace to record a higher number of fire deaths this year than last year. 

The Chicago Fire Department has logged i6 fire deaths through April 15, Chicago Fire 
Cmdr, Will Knight said. There were a total of 17 fire deaths in all of 2008, down from 
^ 32 in 2007, 

^ The latest fire death came last week when a retired Chicago Public Schools jani- 

tor was killed after an accidental cooking fire broke out in his East Garfield Park home, 
according to news reports. The fire occurred April 6, and the man’s body was discovered 
two days later by family members. 

This winter’s subzero temperatures may have played a role in the rise in fatalities because 
of the reliance on space heaters and candles to keep warm. But Knight said he has noticed 
a pattern in many of the deaths: no working smoke detectors, 

Chicago residential buildings are required to have at least one working smoke detector 
in every apartment or home and, in a multi-unit building, on the uppermost level of an 
enclosed front or rear stairwell, according to city municipal code. Commercial buildings 
must meet different requirements that typically mandate sprinkler systems. 

Additionally, carbon monoxide detectors are required in homes that are heated with 
forced-air units. They are not required when the home is heated with a radiator, but 
a detector should be placed in the boiler room and the first floor above the boiler 
room, according to city rules. 

The city Department of Buildings performs annual inspections of existing 
buildings and reviews buildings based on complaints to 311, 

In 2008, the buildings department issued 3,151 citations for buildings that 
didn’t have smoke detectors, needed more smoke detectors or needed to fix 
smoke detectors, department spokesman Bill McCaffrey said. The budd- 
ings department has issued 580 of these citations this year. 

If a Chicagoan cannot afford a smoke detector, which typically costs 
about $7, he or she can pick up a detector and batteries for free at 
a Chicago firehouse, alderman’s office or public education unit, 
^ Knight said, 

“Everyone has to take responsibOity for having a working 
smoke detector,” Knight said, tswartz@tribune,com 


ACCORDING TO CHICAGO MUNICIPAL CODE .. 

» Smoke detectors should be installed on the ceiling and 
at least 4 inches from any wall or on a wall located from 
4 to 12 inches from the ceiling, and within 15 feet of all 
rooms used for sleeping purposes. 

» There should be at least one smoke detector per level 
in multi-level residential buildings. 

» It is illegal for anyone to make a smoke or carbon 
monoxide detector inoperable. Violators may be 
punished with a fine between $300 and $1,000 and/or 
confinement for a period of not more than six months. 

» The owner of the building is required to supply and 
install carbon monoxide detectors. The owner must 
provide written information regarding carbon monoxide 
testing and maintenance. 

» The tenant shall test, provide general maintenance 
and replace required batteries for carbon monoxide 
detectors located in his or her unit.

Gen. Eric 
Holder to investigate complaints alleging the 
FBI is asking followers of the faith to spy on 
Islamic leaders and congregations. Mosques 
and other groups reported members of the 
community have been approached to monitor 
people coming to mosques and donations they 
make. 

Bridge collapse settlements 

S The state of Minnesota has reached 

settlements with all 179 eligible victims of 
the bridge collapse in Minneapolis two years 
ago. The individual settlement amounts weren’t 
immediately released. The state’s initial offers 
ranged from about $5,000 to more than 
$2 million for the most grievously injured or 
the survivors of those killed.

Gov pushes gay marriage 


□ NEW YORK Goy. David Paterson announced plans Thursday 
to legalize same-sex marriage in NewTbrk, comparing the 
effort to the fight for the abolition of slavery 

Paterson, whose job approval rating has plunged below 30 per- 
cent, is making a political gamble that he can ride the momen- 
tum of other states that have recently allowed the practice. It’s 
unclear how the legislation will play in New York. 

The proposal is the same bill the Democrat-controlled state 
Assembly passed in 2007 before it died in the Senate, where the 
Republican majority kept it from going to a vote. Democrats 
now control the Senate, but opponents are vowing to make sure 
this one fails as well. 

Paterson, who is black, framed the issue in sweeping terms, 
invoking Frederick Douglass and Harriet Beecher Stowe and 
drawing a parallel between the fight to eliminate slavery in the 
180 os to the current effort to allow gay marriage. 

“Rights should not be stifled by fear,” Paterson said. “What 
we should understand is that silence should not be a response to 
injustice. And that if we take no action, we will surely lose.”

Who wouldn’t want to be a teenager again? 
Zac Efron, for one. 

So why is Efron, possibly the hottest young 
star in Hollywood today, going back to high 
school in the age-switch comedy “17 Again,” 
opening Eriday? As the 21-year-old has said in 
recent interviews, he’s not technically 17 in the 
film. He’s an adult trapped in a high school 
boy’s body, and therefore he gets to grapple 
with many an “adult” emotion. 

“It was that chance to switch it up,” he told 
newsblaze.com. “It does take place in high 
school and a high-school setting, but it’s not a 
very high-school character. And that’s what I 
want to do more of” 

In the film, Matthew Perry plays 37-year-old 
failed husband and father Mike O’Donnell, 
who accidentally falls into a river, emerges in 
Efron’s body, and is miraculously whisked back 
to his high school years, where he blew off bas- 
ketball stardom to run away with his pregnant 
girlfriend. 

Efron followed Perry around, studying how 
the actor moved and the tempo of his speech, 
in order to nail the man-trapped-in-a-teen’s- 
body idea. 

It was a big change for Efron, who made 
his name playing Troy Bolton, the high school 
basketball star in three of Disney’s “High 
School Musical” films, and Link Larkin, the 
singing and dancing sensation of the musical 
“Hairspray” 

“The whole idea of playing a 37-year-old guy as 
a 17-year-old was just the most exciting prospect 
for me,” Efron said in Interview magazine’s April 
issue. “I was really intrigued by the idea. I’ve 
always been kind of an old man, so to speak.” 

One might blame his early adulthood on 
fame, and his fame on the “High School 
Musical” films. Thanks to the three movies, 
two seen on TV and one that made $251 million 
in theaters, Efron grew up in the public eye. But 
he’s never been a tabloid mainstay; he’s just not 
that into his own celebrity he says.

“I didn’t want to be famous,” he told USA 
Weekend. “I used to get so frustrated. Eor a 
while, I felt like I was completely lost in celeb- 
rity-land. I didn’t know how to handle it. Now I 
know that I have to plot where I’m going, when 
I’m going there and where the back entrance is. 
It’s like I’m playing a giant game of tag.” 

Lately he’s been winning the game. Eager 
to ditch his ’tween pin-up image, he recently 
hosted “Saturday Night Live,” starred in a 
pool party video on the Eunny Or Die Web 
site, rolled in mud with a naked model for an 
Interview magazine photo shoot and graced 
the cover of GQ magazine.

Like Collins in his latest film, “State of 
Play” Affleck’s been under intense rnedia 
scrutiny for years, lie first made head- 
lines winning an Oscar in 1998 for writing 
“Good Will Hunting” with his pal A'latt 
Damon, but redly rallied the papiurazzi a 
few years later by datingjennifer I^pez, 

Collins, on the other hand, becomes 
headline fodder after the young staff assis- 
tant he’s been having an affair with myste- 
riously dies. 

Affleck, now married to another 
Jennifer— Garner, the mother of his 
daughters Violet and Seraphina— lives 
a much more sedate life these days. Yet 
Affleck still Hid something to say about 
media scrutiny for both celebrities and 
politicians during a recent interview in 
L. A. to promote “State of Play” a thriller

According to Affleck, politicians often 
fare better under the glare than celeb ri- 
ties do. He believes that reporters tend to 
“bend the truth” when covering disgraced 
politicians, but that the media “flat make 
up stories” when it comes to celebs. 

“Fm not a total expert, but T have had 
some experience,” Affleck said. “Tlicyrc 
very similar in terms of the pressures 
that exist, that are brought to bear on the 
media side to sell magazines, newspapers 
and to get hits on your Web site, 

“On the political side, people are a little 
more judicious about completely aban- 
doning journalistic standards. But still, you 
have those same impulses to ... find the 
story to dig up the sort of most scandalous 
aspect of it. But, 1 think there’s the other 
side that’s at war too— the side that wants 
to do good journalism, do good reporting, 
that cares about the substantial stuff” 

That same mantra could apply to 
Affleck’s more recent career choices. Since 


winning his Oscar, Affleck has worked 
steadily but sometimes— “Gigli,” any- 
one?— in bad movies. Now that he’s older 
and wiser, however, he wants to do films 
that he feels good about, regardless of 
what they might do at the box office. 

“State of Play” and “He’s Just Not That 
Into You” arc the hrst films he’s appeared 
in as an actor in more than two years. 
Affleck took some time off to direct his 
first feature, “Gone Baby Gone,” and is 
cun’ently preparing to direct and star in his 
second, “Town,” based on Chuck I logan’s 
book “Prince of Thieves ” 

Both films arc crime thrillers set in 
Boston, Affleck’s hometown. After “Town” 
he hopes to re-team with Damon on a 
project that they both might direer. 

Getting back into acting, however, has 
been a welcome relief It affords him the 
freedom of not having to “wony^ about 
everyi:hing all the time,” he said, “I could 
just go to the trailer and listen to music

Ben Affleck spent time with members of 
Congress to research his role as a U.S. repre- 
sentative in “State of Play.” 

He told them up front that his character 
exhibited “unffattering behavior,” he said, bur

“The overall sense we want to get across 
is that there arc people who arc working 
hard, there are people who are intelligent,” 
said Affleck, a political junkie and staunch 
President Obama supporter. “There’s this 
bias, I think, that people have about Ckrmgress 
that it’s this huge lumbering body that gives 
away money and like the/re these big sloppy 
Muppets from 'Daik Crystal’ that just march 
next to each other, incredibly slowK; and go, 
T^errrrum/ That’s not what I saw The/re 
much faster Miippers!” 

Despite his interest in politics, don’t count 
on Affleck joining the parade one day. 

“I really like my job that I have now,” he 
said. “Plus in politics— unlike Hollywood 
where you only have to have one director to 
hire you— in politics you have to have a lot of 
people vote for you.

Efren Ramirez may not be a household 
name, but his face is an instantly recog- 
nizable one for diehard fans of “Napoleon 
Dynamite.” 

Fans still cry out “Pedro!” when they see 
Ramirez, whose iconic turn as the wispy 
mustachioed high schooler in the 2004 
comedy caused millions to don “Vote for 
Pedro” T-shirts. 

Since “Dynamite,” Ramirez has kept 
busy doing commercials, DJing, rapping, 
guest judging on ‘America’s Next Top 
Model” and even writing a book. He’s back 
in theaters Friday in “Crank: High Voltage,” 
playing the twin brother of his transvestite 
character, Kaylo, from the first “Crank” 
film. Jason Statham is back in the new film 
too, as a heart transplant patient who must 
continually get huge electrical shocks to 
keep his heart going. 

Ramirez chatted with RedEye on the 
phone about the new film and his career. 

Describe your role in the new **Crank.” 

We decided to create a twin. We knew 


what Kaylo was like. He was much more 
of a civilian. Venus is more of a soldier. 
He’s darker, and he’s out there to avenge 
his brother’s death. He understands the 
art of war. 

So to prepare, for three months I 
was training with kung fu and learning 
weaponry. Em a black belt in tae kwon 
do so it was cool to finally open up that 
world. 

It sounds like you intentionally try to play 
different kinds of characters. 

You have to be able to adapt. “Napoleon 
Dynamite” let me have a lot {of offers] 
to choose from. I had the opportunity 
to play this transvestite and I was like, 
“Wow, why not?” As an actor, you want 
to do different things and constantly 
challenge yourself 

I was talking to Johnny Depp and 
Daniel Day-Fewis and they were saying 
you should always want to do something 
totally different. If you’re just doing it 
for the money, then fine, but I want to 
challenge myself creatively 


If you were in the same situation as Statham’s 
character, what do you think you’d do? 

I’d cry, a lot. 

It’s been several years now since **Napoleon 
Dynamite.” How do you feel about that 
movie and Pedro? 

It’s a positive film where everyone was 
able to sit down and enjoy it. Everywhere I 
go, people know me and they really appre- 
ciate it. I’d love to continue to play charac- 
ters like that, who people really like. 

Do you still see *‘Vote for Pedro” shirts out 
there? 

'Veah, I DJ all over the world and people 
always come up to me. I mean, between 
the movie, the action figures, the dolls, 
and hats ... people go bananas about it. I’m 
doing MTV Spring Break right now and 
I went out last night in Panama City Fla., 
and people would see me and freak out. 
Girls would come up and be all shaking 
and they’re like, “Can I give you a hug?” I 
say, “'Yeah, of course.” It’s cool.

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Apple battery scam? 


Tips to take charge of your battery 


By Kevin Hunt 

The $165 million in bonuses dished out to AIG 
executives last month was a national-scale raw 
deal. Today, I return to a more palatable, per- 
sonal-scale raw deal: the exorbitant price that 
Apple wants to replace an iPod battery 

Apple has made replacing the battery either 
challenging, risky or impossible for most iPod 
owners. Return it, Apple says, and it’ll replace 
it with someone else’s returned iPod, newly 
freshened up and impregnated with a fresh 
battery Apple charges anywhere from $49 
for a Shuffle to $79 for a Touch. 

For my old-time (first-generation) Nano, 
a measly 2 gigabytes and itself long since 
replaced by a Touch, investing $59 for a $2.85 
battery didn’t make sense. So I bought a $2.85 
(plus shipping) lithium-ion battery from 
amazon.com and did it myself 

Apple didn’t make it easy I had to pry open 
the Nano with two plastic tools that came 
with the battery and, when that failed, sum- 
mon additional armament— the tip of a par- 
ing knife— to access the motherboard. 

Then I needed a soldering iron to remove 
the old battery leads from the motherboard 
before securing the new battery Lost you at 



the soldering iron? Here’s 
the easy way out: Snip the 
other end of the three lead 
wires, close to the original 
battery, leaving the soldered 
ends in place. Strip some 
covering off the wires, then 
twist them together with 
the corresponding leads of 
the new battery Wrap each 
in electrician’s tape, and the 
iPod’s reborn. 

OK, let’s just say it can be 
done. Newer iPods are much 
more difficult (thank you. 
Mother Apple). For the Touch, 
don’t even think DIY It’ll cost 
$79 if returned to Apple, but 
there are plenty of less-expensive 
options. Two: Juice Tour iPod 
(ipodjuice.com) will do it for $32, 
RapidRepair (rapidrepair.com) 
for $50. 

With proper care, an iPod bat- 
tery should last about 400 charg- 
es. Enjoy it while it lasts, kevinhunt

Better to think now about prolonging your iPod battery’s life before 
determining if you can stomach a transplant. Here are some tips, most 
of them Apple-approved: 

» Use it or lose it. Do not leave an iPod dormant for months. That 
was my mistake with the Nano. Run the battery down, although not 
necessarily out, once a month to keep the little lithium ion happy. 

» Keep iTunes software up to date. If there’s new software, you’ll 
find it via iTunes when connecting the iPod to a computer with 
Internet access. 

» Use smaii audio files. The bigger ones sound much better when 
played through your home audio system, but they’re tough on the 
iPod’s battery-driven hard drive. The smaller audio files (mp3 or aac) 
are less taxing. 

» Switch the iPod into Hold mode. If you carry around an iPod in 
a pocket or purse, you could accidentally activate it and drain the 
battery. 

» Check the settings. If you don’t need something, turn it off. 
Backlighting while listening to music? Don’t need it. 

» Create iTunes playlists instead of using the iPod’s “shuffle” 
mode. 

» Don’t overuse the “next” and “previous” functions. 

» For the Touch, reduce the brightness setting. Turn off auto- 
brightness and “ask to join networks.” Turn off Wi-Fi when not in 
use too. Use the sleep/wake button instead of on/off if you’ll return 
to the Touch soon. Under “fetch new data,” turn off “push” and set 
“fetch” to manual. Turn “fetch” mail to the manual setting. 

» Keep the iPod, and its battery, at room temperature when 
possible. Extreme cold will make the iPod sluggish. Extreme 
heat could damage the battery.
